E world’s youth, going out 
from their homes or from ac- 
customed and peaceful occu- 

pations to give all they have and 
all they can be trained to give in 
militant service for the preserva- 
tion of freedom for mankind, need 
to know something of the pro- 
found truths which can sustain 
them through every ordeal. Called 
into such service many are turn- 
ing from what may have been 
their careless and happy ways of 
living to seek a higher power 
which is adequate to meet their 
present need for protection and 
guidance. If, through the de- 
mands of the hour, men seek God, 
and in finding Him learn the 
meaning and the nature of Life, 
the struggle to overcome evil con- 
ditions will have brought an in- 
calculable recompense. 

The Scriptures, which show the 
long human search after God and 
the spiritual idea which expresses 
Him, abound with promises of 
protection to those who look to 
Him and actively accept the spir- 
itual facts.

This beautiful song may have 
been sung by the pilgrims when 
they came to the holy city, as an 
assurance of protection along 
their way and of their safe re- 
turning to their homes. 

This promise, however, admits 
of a wider application to the go- 
ing out and the coming in con- 
nected with all the interests of hu- 
man experience. As one goes out 
in the morning and returns safely 
later on, guided and shielded by 
Spirit, Love, so in the present day 
those who are going out to face 
the grim warfare for human 
rights may confidently look to 
God, the heavenly Father of all, 
to bring them safely through the 
victorious struggle for right and 
justice, and to enable them to 
prove safety in the midst of ap- 
parently grave dangers. 

Christ Jesus, in his unparalleled 
triumph over evil, repeatedly 
proved the ever-present power of 
God, infinite good, to direct and 
preserve his going out and his 


coming in. On one occasion, as 
recorded by Luke (4:28, 30), cer- 
tain ones, “filled with wrath,” at- 
tempted to destroy him, “but he 
passing through the midst of them 
went his way.” Through his un- 
derstanding of God as ever pres- 
ent and available, he was enabled 
to still a storm at sea, to heal all 
manner of disease instantane- 
ously, and finally to overcome for 
himself the supposedly fatal ef- 
fects of crucifixion and burial, 
and to rise superior to all the false 
elaims of life in matter. Having 
done all these things through his 
understanding of God and of the

ample and overcoine the ills that 
troubled them; and he not only 
promised but directed that those 
who should follow his example of 
complete reiance on God should

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U. S. Coffee Is 
Held in Brazil 


Government Is Unable to 
Move Stores, Brazilian 
Scientist Reports. 


NEW YORK.—While Americans 


fee, their government owns more 
than one billion pounds of coffee 
beans stored in Brazilian warehouses 
that it is unable to transport to the 
United States, it was reported here 
by Dr. Moacyr E. Alvaro, secre- 
tury-general of the national commit- 
tee for the prevention of blindness 
in Brazil and professor of ophthal- 
mology at the Sao Paulo school of 
medicine. 
Change in Feeling. 

Dr. Alvaro, who arrived here by 
clipper from Brazil to address a 
meeting of the National Society for 
the Preventon of Blindness, said 
there is a great surge of friendly \ 
feeling for the United States through- 
out Latin America. 

“We Brazilians like America more 
and more,” he said with a smile. 
“Of course, we were always friendly 
with your great country, but never 
so friendly as now. The people of 
Brazil feel that Americans and Bra- 
zilians stand for the same demo- 
cratic ideals.” 

Dr. Alvaro, who was in Argentina 
last summer, declared that more 
than 80 per cent of the people of 
that country are pro-Allies in their 
sympathies. He said that on the 
basis of his travels and experiences 
in Argentina he believed the people 
there would back with enthusiasm 
any action of their government to 
aid the United States in the war. 

War Upsets Economy. 

The war has upset the economy 
of many Latin-American countries 
that counted on their trade with the 
United States, Dr. Alvaro declared. 
He pointed out that in Brazil, for 
example, no one is allowed to use 
a private automobile and that many 
coffee plantations are being convert- 
ed to cotton, alfalfa and soy bean 
cultivation. 

Dr. Alvaro will confer with Amer- 
ican leaders about the Pan Amer- 
ican congress of opthalmology sched- 
uled for Montevideo next Novem- 
ber. He is the secretary-general 
of the congress. 

He said that through Latin Amer- 
ica about one person out of every 
thousand is sightless. He declared 
that at least 72 per cent of such 
blindness can be prevented. For the 
first time, he added, many Latin- 
American countries are organiz- 
ing societies for the prevention of 
blindness and these organizations 
are endeavoring to spread education 
about sight and to make available 
more medical facilities for combat- 
ing diseases of the eye.

| Alaska Food Supply 


Menaced by Wolves 


Reindeer Herds Reduced 
By Attack of Beasts. 


NOME.—Down out of the moun- 
tains, wolves are threatening the 
wartime food supply of the Alaskan 
Arctic. 

In less than 10 years, the wolves 
have reduced reindeer 


mals to 170,000 and still are slashing 
at the herds forming this region’s 
one food supply which still would 
be available in case of isolation or 
invasion of the territory. 

J. Sidney Rood, director of the 
U. S. Reindeer service at Nome, 
said in an _ interview recently: 
“Wolves are solely responsible for 
the depletion of the reindeer. They 
have accomplished this by two meth- 
ods—direct, bloody attacks on the 
herds and constant pursuit of the 
animals so that they are driven 
away from their food supply and 
starve.”’

area with the declaration of war. 
Reindeer meat always has been a 
winter staple for such towns as 
Nome, Kotzebue, Teller, Wainwright 
Barrow, all unreach- 
able by ship during the winter 
months. With the influx of war 
workers, the demand was greatly 
increased. 

Should the territory be cut off for 
any reason from the continental 
United States, reindeer meat might 
be the only food supply for these 
civilians and for any army units in 
this part of Alaska. Just for nor- 
mal needs, the army this year or- 
dered more than 100,000 pounds of 
reindeer to supplement other meat 
supplies. 

There is no immediate danger of 
a shortage of reindeer meat this 
winter, unless even local transporta- 
tion should fail. 


Want More Flour Used 
To Ease Wheat Surplus 


WASHINGTON. — The United 
States has one food which agricul- 
ture department officials wish they 
could advise consumers to hoard. 
That is wheat flour. 

Supplies of wheat are so large 
that farmers are having difficulty 
in finding storage space. 

Recently several members of con- 
gress from midwestern wheat states 
asked Secretary Wickard to appeal 
to housewives to buy and store ex- 
tra large quantities of flour in their 
pantries. It was argued that such 
action would help relieve the grain 
storage situation. 

Mr. Wickard thought well of the 
suggestion. But before doing any- 
thing about it he asked specialists 
in his department if such home stor- 
age was feasible. They told him it 
was not, except for sections of the 
country where the weather was espe- 
cially dry and cool. 

Flour, it was explained, was sub- 
ject to deterioration through mold 
and insects. 

Disappointed, the secretary limit- 
ed his appeal to a request that 
housewives do more home baking or 
use more bakery products.
